During  the  year  Dr.  Yeates  resigned  the  post  of  Clinical  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  in  order  to  take  up  private  practice,  and  the  vacancy 
was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  MacGlashan. 

«  The  Third  Annual  Baby  Week  Celebration  was  held  during  the 
week  commencing  31st  August,  1919,  and  mothers  were  entertained  to 
tea  in  the  grounds  of  the  New  Maternity  Home. 

The  housing  question  and  scheduling  of  insanitary  areas  has 
occupied  a  large  amount  of  attention,  the  inspection  of  the  areas  requiring 
detailed  observations  of  each  house  and  area  belonging  to  it. 

In  the  Cleansing  Department,  Mr.  T.  C.  Storer,  after  29  years’ 
service,  resigned  the  post  of  Superintendent  on  31st  October,  and  the 
vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Storer,  who  had 
acted  as  Deputy  Cleansing  Superintendent  for  some  years.  During 
the  current  year,  however,  Mr.  R.  H,  Storer,  resigned  the  office  in  order 
to  take  up  a  similar  appointment  at  Rawtenstall. 

I  would  again  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  assistance  and  courteous 
consideration  which  they  have  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year, 
and  to  my  colleagues  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  as  well  as  to  other  Corporation  Officials  for  their  valuable  and 
ready  help  at  all  times.

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  as  estimated  by  the  Begistrar-General 
for  the  year  1919,  is  58,007  for  calculation  of  the  death  rate,  and  60,426 
for  calculation  of  the  birth  rate. 

At  the  census  of  1911,  the  total  population  was  58,816,  and  the  number 
of  families  or  separate  occupiers  was  12,783,  which  gave  an  average 
of  4.5  persons  per  family  or  occupier.

The  natural  increase  of  population  or  the  excess  of  the  number  of 
births  over  deaths  during  1919  was  549. 

AREA  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITION. — The  topography  of  the  County 
bears  some  relationship  to  its  geology  as  the  high  lands  are  formed  of 
the  harder  rocks  and  the  low  lands  of  the  softer.  The  Cheviot  division 
extending  to  Wooler  and  Alnham  is  mainly  formed  of  igneous  rocks 
such  as  granites,  porphyries,  lavas,  and  tuffs.  The  Craglands,  extending 
from  this  boundary  to  a  line  roughly  joining  Amble,  Morpeth,  Ponteland 
and  Bywell,  include  the  lower  carboniferous  beds  to  the  top  of  the  mill¬ 
stone  grit.  The  coastal  plain,  in  which  Tynemouth  is  included,  is  the 
area  east  and  south  of  the  latter  to  the  coast  line,  and  has  an  undulatory 
surface  given  up  to  arable  lands  and  pasture.  It  is  the  area  of  the  true 
coalfield  measures  covered  by  the  more  recent  deposits  of  the  glacial 
period.  Faults  are  numerous  and  the  prosperity  of  the  area  is  no  doubt 
due  to  the  protection  they  have  afforded  by  burying  them  deeper  and 
having  saved  the  surface  from  being  planed  off. 

Outcrops  of  primary  rocks,  especially  of  the  carboniferous,  with  its 
coal  measures,  and  of  permian,  with  its  magnesian  limestone,  may  be 
seen  forming  the  headland  at  Tynemouth  Castle.  These  are  covered 
by  a  mantle  of  more  recent  deposits  such  as  boulder  clay  and  drift,  and 
go  to  make  up  the  main  geological  features  and  soil  of  the  district. 

The  principal  industries  are  fishing,  fish  curing,  shipbuilding  and 
repairing,  coal-mining,  manufacture  of  food  stuffs,  white  lead,  etc. 

The  only  voluntary  hospital  is  the  Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary,  which 
has  beds  for  50  patients,  but  latterly  it  has  been  necessary  to  accom¬ 
modate  urgent  cases  in  rooms  which  were  not  intended  as  wards.  The 
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Committee  of  Management  have  at  present  under  consideration  the 
question  of  making  considerable  extensions  to  the  present  buildings, 
and  funds  are  being  raised  with  this  object  in  view.  An  out-patient 
department  has  been  added  during  the  year,  and  the  total  number  of 
cases  treated  was  2,266.  The  number  of  in-patients  treated  was  659.

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  within  the  Borough  was  1,150, 
but  132  of  these  were  non-residents,  and  require  to  be  deducted  from 
the  total,  while  it  is  necessary  to  add  46  deaths  of  residents,  which  occurred 
outside  the  Borough.  The  nett  deaths  were  therefore,  1,064,  which  is 
equal  to  a  death  rate  of  18.3  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  deaths  from  influenza  and  pneumonia  show  an  enormous  increase, 
due  to  the  third  epidemic  wave  which  occurred  in  February.  The  deaths 
from  these  causes  give  a  rate  of  3' 3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and 

account  chiefly  for  the  increased  death  rate  which  it  is  necessary  to

record. 

The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  13‘8,  and  for  the  Great 
Towns  13’ 8  per  1,000.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY.— There  were  200  deaths  of  children  under 
1  year  of  age  which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  123  to  every 
thousand  children  born.  There  were  13  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants, 
which  gives  an  illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate  of  147.7  per  1,000. 
illegitimate  births. 

The  infant  mortality  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Great 
Towns  were  87  and  93  respectively.

PLAGUE. — One  contact  was  kept  under  observation,  but  did  not  develop 
the  disease. 


SMALLPOX. — Twenty-eight  contacts  were  notified,  but  one  could 
not  be  traced.  The  contacts  were  seamen  or  passengers  arriving 
from  an  infected  port  or  by  steamers  on  which  a  case  of  smallpox 
had  occurred  during  the  voyage.  All  were  kept  under  observation, 
but  none  developed  the  disease.

Many  of  the  cases  reported  were  mild  in  character,  and  in  several 
instances  attention  was  only  directed  to  the  nature  of  the  illness  when 
peeling  was  detected.  In  addition  to  isolation  of  the  patient,  the  other 
means  of  prevention  adopted  were  disinfection  of  the  home,  the  free 
supply  of  disinfectants,  and  the  exclusion  of  contacts  from  school  for 
specified  periods,  in  all  cases  library  books  were  disinfected,  or,  if 
thought  necessary,  destroyed. 
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DIPHTHERIA.— Cases  notified,  31  ;  deaths,  4  ;  fatality  per  cent., 
12-9. 

Tlie  prevalence  of  diphtheria  during  the  year  shows  an  increase  of  10 
cases  over  the  previous  year.  The  cases  were  uniformly  distributed 
throughout  the  year.  One  case  was  notified  from  an  institution  where 
there  are  a  large  number  of  children,  and  a  careful  examination  was 
made  of  each  child.  Where  the  throat  of  an  inmate  was  considered 
suspicious  a  swab  was  taken,  but  all  swabs  examined  gave  a  negative 
result.  No  further  cases  occurred. 

The  facilities  offered  by  the  bacteriological  laboratory  for  the  assist¬ 
ance  in  the  recognition  of  the  disease  is  now  recognised  by  most  medical 
men,  and  219  swabs  were  examined  from  the  throats  of  contacts,  con¬ 
valescents,  or  suspected  cases  of  the  disease.  48  phials  of  diphtheria 
antitoxin  containing  2,000  or  4,000  units  each  were  distributed  during 
the  year  for  treatment  or  prophylactic  use. 

ENTERIC  FEVER.— Cases  notified,  8  ;  deaths,  3  ;  fatality  per  cent., 
37-5. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  is  the  lowest  recorded  since  1907.  No 
cases  were  notified  during  the  months  of  February,  March,  May,  June, 
or  July. 

ERYSIPELAS.— Cases  notified,  44  ;  deaths,  2  ;  fatality  per  cent.,  4-5. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER.— Case  notified,  1  ;  death,  1  ;  fatality 
per  cent.,  100*0. 

The  case  was  a  girl  aged  13  years,  but  terminated  fatally  before  the 
receipt  of  the  notification,  so  that  there  was  no  confirmation  bacteriologic- 
ally  of  the  diagnosis.  All  contacts  in  the  house  had  swabs  taken  from 
the  naso-pharynx  and  examined  bacteriologically  with  negative  result 

in  each  instance.

TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY. 


Dr.  Yeates  resigned  his  appointment  as  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer 
and  Medical  Adviser  to  the  Insurance  Committee  as  from  30th  September, 
and  Dr.  MacGlashan  was  appointed  to  the  post  and  began  duty  on  ist 
October. 


The  number  of  new  cases  examined  during  the  year  was  186.  This 
figure  includes  85  “  contacts  ”  who  had  been  exposed  to  the  risk  of 
infection.  The  number  of  ‘‘  contacts  ”  found  to  be  infected  was  10, 
while  7  are  being  kept  under  observation.

Adult  patients  were  sent  to  Woodburn  Sanatorium  and  Moor  Park 
Hospital,  but  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  proprietor  of  Wood- 
burn  intimated  that  they  could  not  take  female  patients,  and  these 
cases  were  now  sent  to  Barrasford  Sanatorium.  Owing  to  the  number 
of  discharged  sailors  and  soldiers  requiring  treatment,  extra  beds  were 
also  taken  at  Barrasford  Sanatorium  for  the  accommodation  of  these 
patients. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. — The  free  treatment  clinic  is  provided  at 
the  Skin  Department  of  the  Newcastle  Royal  Infirmary  and  bacteriological 
examinations  for  cases  of  venereal  diseases  are  made  at  the  Durham 
College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle.  It  is  proposed  to  have  an  auxiliary 
centre  at  Tynemouth  for  the  treatment  of  cases  coming  into  the  port 
who  have  not  time  to  go  to  Newcastle  before  their  vessel  departs.  Such 
a  centre  would  also  be  of  value  in  cases  of  gonnorhoea  where  the  patient 
is  unable  to  afford  the  time  taken  up  in  travelling  to  Newcastle  and 
back  for  irrigation  treatment.

Preventive  Measures. — Inquiry  at  the  various  schools  showed 
that  on  14th  February,  1919,  there  were  10,962  scholars  on  the  various 
registers,  and  of  this  number  2,306  were  absent  from  all  causes,  and 
1,433,  or  62  per  cent,  of  the  total  absentees  were  suffering  from  influenza 
or  catarrh.  Forty- one  members  of  the  teaching  staff  were  also  absent- 
These  figures  were  submitted  to  a  joint  meeting  of  members  of  the  Sanitary 
and  Education  Authorities  next  day,  and  it  was  decided  to  close  all  day 
schools.  Subsequent  meetings  were  held,  and  on  the  6th  March  it  was 
resolved  to  re-open  the  schools  on  Monday,  10th  March. 

When  it  was  decided  to  close  the  day  schools  a  notice  was  also  sent  to 
Sunday  School  Superintendents,  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Sunday 
School  Union,  inviting  them  to  co-operate  with  the  Sanitary  Authority 
by  closing  all  Sunday  Schools  until  such  time  as  the  epidemic  had  abated. 

Intimation  was  also  given  to  Cinema  Managers  and  Theatre  Pro. 
prietors  when  the  day  schools  were  closed,  and  pointing  out  that  the 
Public  Health  (Influenza)  Regulations,  1918,  were  still  in  force,  and 
had  effect  with  respect  to  every  ‘‘  place  of  public  entertainment,” 
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Posters  were  displayed  throughout  the  town  drawing  attention  to 
personal  and  general  precautions  to  be  adopted  in  order  to  minimise 
the  risk  of  spreading  the  disease. 

Cases  of  influenza  requiring  institutional  care  were  removed  to  the 
Jubilee  Infirmary  and  the  Union  Hospital,  whilst  the  nurses  of  the  two 
voluntary  associations  and  a  nurse  specially  engaged  by  the  Council 
attended  numerous  cases  in  their  homes. 

Prophylactic  Vaccthe. — Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  a  small  supply  of  Prophylactic  Vaccine  was  obtained  and 
distributed  to  three  institutions  in  the  town,  with  the  following  results: — 

MOOB  PARK  HOSPITAL. — The  nursing  staff  at  the  time  consisted 
of  seven  persons,  of  whom  two  were  inoculated.  No  cases  of  in¬ 
fluenza  were  admitted  to  the  hospital,  and  none  of  the  staff  suffered, 

JUBILEE  INFIRMARY. — The  nursing  staff  consisted  of  twelve  persons 
of  whom  two  were  inoculated.  Three  out  of  five  members  of  the 
honorary  medical  staff  were  also  inoculated.  Seven  cases  of  in¬ 
fluenza  were  admitted  for  treatment,  and  three  nurses  and  one  of 
the  medical  staff  contracted  the  disease,  all  of  whom  were  un in¬ 
oculated. 

UNION  HOSPITAL. — The  nursing  and  medical  staff  consisted  of  twenty- 
eight  persons.  Eleven  nurses  were  inoculated.  A  large  number 
of  very  severe  cases  of  the  disease  were  admitted,  but  none  of  the 
staff  inoculated  or  uninoculated  suffered  from  the  epidemic. 

Thus,  out  of  a  total  of  52  persons,  18  were  inoculated  All  inoculated 
persons  remained  free  from  attack,  but  11.8  per  cent,  of  the  uninoculated 
contracted  influenza. 

No  reliable  deduction  can  be  made  from  the  foregoing  figures,  however 
owing  to  the  small  number  of  persons  under  observation. 

On  the  6th  May,  1919,  the  Local  Government  Board  rescinded  the 
Public  Health  (Influenza)  Regulations,  1918,  and  the  Public  Health 
(Influenza)  Regulations  (No.  2),  1918. 

RABIES. — ^In  the  month  of  May,  when  rabies  was  prevalent  in  certain 
parts  of  the  country,  five  children  were  bitten  as  they  were  leaving 
school.  The  dog  had  run  into  the  playground,  and  without  apparent 
provocat  on,  had  bitten  one  child  after  another.  The  cases  were 
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seen  by  a  practitioner  and  the  wounds  cauterised  soon  afterwards, 
but  in  several  of  the  cases  the  wounds  were  multiple  and  extensive 
in  character.  The  dog  was  killed,  and  the  head  sent  to  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  for  examination.  Meantime  the  parents  had  been 
advised  to  allow  the  patients  to  go  to  London  for  anti-rabic  treat¬ 
ment  if  found  to  be  necessary.  This,  fortunately,  was  not  required, 
as  the  result  of  the  examination  showed  that  the  dog  had  not 
been  rabid.

The  total  number  of  days  spent  in  hospital  by  patients  during  the 
year  was  5,899,  or  an  average  duration  of  52' 2  days  per  patient. 

The  vans  for  the  removal  of  infected  clothing  and  bedding,  and  the 
return  of  disinfected  articles  made  182  journeys,  and  the  number  of 
days  that  the  disinfector  was  in  use  amounted  to  104  days.  The  number 
of  articles  of  clothing  disinfected  during  the  year  was  1,392. 

Smallpox  Accommodation. — The  Council  have  no  accommodation 
of  their  own  for  the  isolation  of  smallpox  cases,  but  prior  to  the  out¬ 
break  of  war  it  was  intended  to  build  a  new  infectious  diseases  hsopital 
at  Balkwell,  and  to  use  the  present  infectious  diseases  hospital  at  Moor 
Park  for  smallpox  cases.  Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  material  and  labour, 
and  to  the  urgency  of  providing  housing  accommodation,  this  proposal 
has  been  deferred  for  the  moment,  and  a  temporary  arrangement  has 


been  made  with  the  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board  under  agreement, 
dated  13th  November,  1919,  whereby  persons  suffering  from  Smallpox 
will  be  admitted  to  Earsdon  Grange  Hospital  if  there  is  suffieient  room 
and  accommodation. 

OFFICE  ACCOMMODATION. 

For  some  years  past  it  has  been  reeognised  that  the  present  accom¬ 
modation  both  for  the  administrative  work  of  the  Health  Department 
as  well  as  the  largely  attended  clinics  in  connection  with  Tuberculosis 
and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  was  quite  inadequate  if  the 
work  was  to  be  done  efficiently. 

Several  buildings  in  the  Borough  have  been  inspected  during  the  last 
year  or  two,  but  none  were  found  suitable  or  available.  As  a  last  resort 
the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  suggested  that  some  arrangement 
might  be  made  with  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  a  building  at  the  Union 
which  will  give  ample  accommodation,  more  light  and  greater  air  space. 
If  the  Ministry  of  Health  approve,  the  clinics  will  be  removed  there,  and 
it  is  intended  that  they  should  be  accommodated  on  the  ground  floor 
in  order  that  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  mothers  with  children  may  be 
saved  the  toil  of  having  to  climb  stairs,  as  the  latter  have  to  do  with 
infants  in  arms  at  the  present  clinic.

HOUSING. 

The  provision  of  new  houses  has  had  the  constant  attention  of  the 
Housing  Committee  during  the  year,  and  the  Borough  Surveyor  is  pressing 
forward  the  work  of  erection  of  new  buildings  at  Prospect  Terrace,  and 
conversion  of  the  Chirton  hutments  and  hostel  at  East  Howdon  with  all 
practicable  speed. 

When  these  are  completed  they  will  provide  12  new  houses  at  Prospect 
Terrace  ;  and  by  conversion  of  the  existing  structures  29  houses  at 
Chirton  hutments  and  46  houses  at  the  East  Howdon  hostel  ;  a  total 
of  86  dwellings.  Some  of  these  are  already  occupied  and  others  are 
nearing  completion,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupation  shortly.  It  is 
intended  ultimately  to  erect  a  larger  number  of  dwelling  houses  on  the 
Chirton  site,  and  67  additional  houses  on  the  land  at  East  Howdon. 

The  scheme  at  Balkwell  provides  for  approximately  1,000  houses, 
and  arrangements  for  the  first  instalment  of  houses  on  this  site  are  well 
advanced. 

The  estimated  pre-war  population  of  the  Borough  in  1914  was  60,688, 
and  the  average  annual  increase  in  population  for  the  five  years  before 
the  war  was  796.  The  estimated  population  for  the  year  1918  was 
62,475.  No  industrial  developments  are  known  at  present  which  will 
either  increase  or  decrease  the  popluation.  The  number  of  tenement 
dwellings  in  the  district  at  the  time  of  the  census  was  12,783,  and  I  am 
indebted  to  the  Borough  Surveyor  for  this  revised  list  of  tenement  dwell¬ 
ings  erected  since  that  time  : —

Overcrowding  is  very  prevalent,  and  it  is  hoped  as  new  houses  are 
erected  that  this  will  gradually  cease.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  deal 
with  at  the  moment  as  to  eject  persons  from  an  overcrowded  house 
would  only  be  to  turn  them  into  the  street  or  compel  them,  to  find  room 
in  a  house  in  which  the  accommodation  is  probably  occupied  to  its  fullest 
limit.  Taking  the  figures  from  the  census  report  the  number  of  tenements 
with  more  than  two  occupants  per  room,  which  is  the  standard  of  over¬ 
crowding  adopted  by  the  Registrar  General,  was  2,708. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  the  closure  and  demolition  of  houses  was 
suspended,  and  re|)airs  to  property  in  order  to  render  the  houses  habitable 
was  only  insisted  upon.  For  the  latter  part  of  the  period  it  was  fre¬ 
quently  difficult  to  even  get  repairs  promptly  attended  to  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  labour  and  materials. 

During  1919  a  Committee  of  Inspection  visited  various  areas  which 
are  congested  and  insanitary,  and  seven  of  these  areas  have  been  scheduled 
as  unhealthy  areas.  It  is  not  possible  at  the  moment  to  deal  with  these 
areas  by  drastic  measures  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation  for  tenants  who 
would  be  displaced,  but  repairs  are  undertaken  to  make  them  as  habitable 
as  possible  until  new  housing  accommodation  alleviates  the  present 
shortage. 

The  estimate  of  houses  required  for  the  needs  of  the  district  at  the  end 
of  1918  was  1,746,  but  more  accurate  figures  obtainable  from  the  new 
census  next  year  may  entirely  alter  the  estimate  made. 

Other  matters  dealing  with  housing  will  be  found  on  pages  34  and  35. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


riio  Borough  has  a  constant  domestic  supply  derived  from  the  water¬ 
works  at  Jontbiirn,  Northumberland,  with  the  exception  of  dwellings 
and  outlying  farms  supplied  by  wells  and  springs. 

The  gathering  ground  at  the  Font  is  of  a  peaty  character,  and  this 
gives  considerable  colour  to  the  water.  A  large  alkaline  spring  enters 
the  reservoir  at  the  upper  end,  which  generally  suffices  to  keep  the 
supply  slightly  alkaline  in  reaction. 


The  supply  has  been  analysed  each  quarter  during  the  year,  and  a 
sample  from  the  laboratory  tap  on  3rd  December  gave  the  following

Midwives  are  regularly  inspected,  and  the  number  of  eases  attended 
by  midwives  was  822,  or  50.9  per  cent,  of  births  notified  during  the 
year,  and  may  be  tabulated  thus  : —

Medical  aid  was  summoned  for  the  following  reasons  : — Illness  of 
mother,  78  ;  illness  of  child,  50. 

The  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  provided  in  sec.  14  (1).  In  case  of  any 
emergency,  as  defined  in  the  rules  framed  under  section  three  1  (e)  of 
the  principal  Act,  a  midwife  shall  call  in  to  her  assistance  a  registered 
medical  practitioner,  and  the  local  supervising  authority  shall  pay  to 
such  medical  practitioner  a  sufficient  fee,  with  due  allowance  for  mileage, 
according  to  a  scale  to  be  fixed  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  This 
provision  enables  the  midwife  to  call  in  medical  assistance,  and  the  local 
supervising  authority  has  power  to  recover  the  fee  from  the  patient, 
husband,  or  other  person  liable  to  maintain  the  patient  unless  inability 
to  pay  by  reason  of  poverty  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  authority. 

INFANT  HYGIENE. 

The  total  number  of  births  notified  during  the  year  was  1,693,  including 
68  still-births  and  22  outward  transfers.  In  5  instances  duplicate  notifica¬ 
tions  were  received.  Of  these  694  were  notified  by  medical  men,  811 
by  midwives,  and  193  by  parents  or  others.  54  births  during  the  year 
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were  found  not  to  have  been  notified,  but  53  were  afterwards  duly  inti¬ 
mated  after  the  requirements  of  the  Notifications  of  Births  Act  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  persons  concerned.  One  case  could  not 
be  traced.  The  number  of  first  visits  by  the  Health  Visitors  was  1,639, 
and  of  these  324  births  occurred  in  houses  of  one  apartment,  497  in 
houses  of  two  apartments,  403  in  houses  of  three  apartments,  234  in 
houses  of  four  apartments,  and  181  in  houses  of  five  apartments  or  over. 
6,225  revisits  were  made  to  infants  under  1  year,  and  3,476  to  children 
from  one  to  five  years. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Cases  notified,  4  ;  death,  1  ;  fatality  per  cent.  25*0. 

Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  practice  of  medical  practitioners, 
and  two  in  cases  attended  by  a  midwife.  In  the  two  latter  cases  in¬ 
structions  were  given  as  to  disinfection  of  the  midwife’s  person,  and 
her  outer  garments  and  bag  with  instruments  were  carefully  disinfected 
by  the  Local  Authority. 

Opthalmia  Neonatorum. — 38  cases  were  notified,  and  all  the  infants  were 
kept  under  observation  by  the  Health  Visitors.  In  one  instance 
as  many  as  78  visits  were  made  to  the  case. 

Of  the  38  cases,  both  eyes  were  affected  in  34  instances,  and  one  eye, 
in  4  cases.  The  sight  of  one  eye  was  impaired  in  one  infant,  in  a  second 
instance  the  child  which  was  premature,  died  before  treatment  was 
completed,  and  in  a  ihird  case  the  mother  and  her  illegitimate  child  left 
the  district  without  leaving  any  address.  In  the  remaining  35  cases  the 
eyes  cleared  up  without  apparent  injury  to  the  sight. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. — Cases  notified,  1,628 ;  deaths, 
26;  fatality  per  cent.,  1-59.  The  number  of  cases  notified  by 
medical  practitioners  was  1,192  of  measles,  and  10  of  German  measles, 
by  parents,  guardians,  or  other  persons,  425  cases  of  measles  and 
1  of  German  measles. 

Provision  was  made  during  the  prevalence  of  measles  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  for  nursing  cases  requiring  attention, 
and  the  services  of  a  nurse  were  obtained  for  this  purpose.  After  the 
epidemic  ceased  the  Committee  approached  the  Nursing  Association, 
with  a  view  to  an  arrangement  by  which  a  retaining  fee  would  be  paid, 
to  the  Association  for  the  services  of  their  nurses  to  undertake  work  as 
provided  for  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Regulations.  This 
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was  agreed  to  by  the  Association,  and  a  small  fee  for  each  visit  made 
to  such  is  given  in  addition  to  the  retaining  fee. The  new  arrangement 
came  into  operation  on  1st  December,  1919. 

Measles  and  German  Measles  by  a  General  Order,  dated  27th  Nov., 
1919,  were  made  non-notifiable  as  from  31st  December,  1919. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — Deaths  under  2  years,  26  ;  mortality^^rate  per 
1,000  births,  16T.  The  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  the  Great  Towns  was  9’ 59  and  12*24  respectively. 

Still  Births. — There  were  68  still  births.  None  of  the  still-births  were 
illegitimate  children.  Their  location  were  as  follows  : —

Over  82  per  cent,  of  the  still-births  occurred  in  houses  with  three 
rooms  or  under. 

The  pre-natal  factor  is  important  in  regard  to  still-births  and  the 
investigation  of  the  cause  of  death,  whether  it  be  syphilis,  tuberculosis, 
alcohol,  or  other  toxic  influence  opens  up  a  wide  field  for  research. 
Associated  with  these  factors  are  domestic,  economic  and  social  in¬ 
fluences  which  handicap  a  woman  during  her  pregnancy.  The  mother 
at  such  a  period  may  have  no  assistance  for  home  duties,  and  may  even 
have  to  help  in  adding  to  the  income  of  the  home  to  support  a  large 
family.  For  the  same  reason  she  may  be  compelled  to  live  in  a  low- 
rented  and  overcrowded  house,  and  may  not  even  be  getting  adequate 
nourishment  for  the  nutrition  of  her  own  body  and  that  of  her  child, 
circumstances  all  tending  to  a  vicious  cycle  with  ultimate  damage  to 
health.  Poverty  is  a  somewhat  relative  term,  but  whether  it  be  due 
to  low  wages,  to  intemperance,  to  too  large  a  family  in  relation  to  the 
husband’s  means,  to  bad  domestic  finance  or  to  impaired  wage  earning 
capacity,  there  are  involved  moral  and  social  questions  of  a  complex 
character  producing  conditions  which  help  to  swell  our  infant  mortality 
rates. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  get  parents  affected  with  syphilis  treated 
at  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  and  several  cases  which  are  known  to 
be  definitely  suffering  from  this  cause  are  presently  under  treatment. 

Necessitous  and  complicated  cases  of  pregnancy  are  admitted  by  special 
arrangement  to  the  Jubilee  Infirmary,  where  two  beds  are  at  the  disposal 
of  the  centre  for  such  cases.  Seven  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year^ 
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with  the  following  complications  : — Antepartum  haemorrhage,  1  ;  post, 
partum  haemorrhage,  1  ;  eclampsia,  3  ;  ectopic  gestation,  1  ;  abortion 
and  curetting,  1. 

The  Maternity  Home  has  been  opened  during  the  current  year  at 
Park  Villa.  This  villa  was  purchased  by  the  Corporation,  and  is  well 
situated  with  1,760  square  yards ‘of  ground.  The  premises  have  been 
altered  to  suit  the  requirements  of  a  maternity  home  in  conformity 
with  plans  prepared  by  the  Borough  Surveyor,  and  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  home,  in  addition  to  the  usual  administrative 
rooms,  will  have  a  labour  room,  a  room  for  confined  women,  and  a  large 
room  for  convalescent  cases.  Provision  has  been  made  for  6  beds. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order.  — This  Order  is  intended  for  the 
supply  of  milk  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  for  children  under 
5  years  of  age.  It  empowers  loc.al  authorities  to  supply  milk  free,  or 
at  less  than  cost  price  in  necessitous  cases  or  where  such  supply  is  necessary 
because  of  the  retail  price  of  milk  in  any  area.  The  quantity  of  milk 
to  be  supplied  shall  not  exceed  the  amounts  specified  in  the  following 
scale  : — For  children  under  18  months,  IJ  pints  daily  ;  for  children 
between  18  months  and  five  years,  1  pint  daily  ;  and  for  nursing  and 
expectant  mothers,  the  quantity  prescribed  by  the  person  certifying. 

The  Committee  have  agreed  to  the  supply  of  milk  in  such  cases,  and 
a  scale  has  been  drawn  up  in  which  the  income  and  number  of  persons 
in  the  family  are  considered  before  a  recommendation  is  made  as  to 
whether  the  milk  is  to  be  supplied  free  or  under  cost  price.  Work  of 
this  kind  has  been  undertaken  for  a  number  of  years  by  a  voluntary 
committee  of  which  Mrs.  Alfred  Hill  is  Chairman.  This  Committee  is 
entitled  to  the  highest  commendation  for  their  successful  efforts  in  supply¬ 
ing  not  only  milk  but  other  forms  of  nourishment  to  infants  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  mtaernity  and  child  welfare  centre,  the  school  clinic 
and  the  tuberculosis  clinic. 

The  amount  of  Glaxo  supplied  to  the  various  applicants  last  year 
was  13,853  lbs.,  and  the  amount  of  virol  distributed  was  1,008  lbs.  Alto¬ 
gether  there  were  12,115  applications,  involving  16,822  transactions. 

In  the  new  premises  for  the  Health  Department  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  accommodate  this  section  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  work,  and  Mrs.  Hill  has  kindly  consented  to  give  her  services 
to  carry  on  the  distribution  of  milk,  etc.,  as  in  the  past. 
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REPORT  UPON  THE  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 
CENTRE  BY  Dr.  AMY  ROBINSON. 

During  the  year  1919,  1,260  children  made  5,000  attendances  at  the 
Infant  Consultations.  808  children  under  one  year  made  3,383  attend¬ 
ances,  and  452  children  between  one  and  five  made  1,617  attendances. 
Consultations  were  held  on  three  afternoons  a  week,  the  average  weekly 
attendance  being  96. 

Tea  was  provided  at  each  meeting,  and  a  short  health  talk  was  given 
by  one  of  the  four  health  visitors,  upon  whose  good  work  in  the  homes 
so  much  of  the  success  of  the  Infant  Consultations  was  due.  After  being 
weighed  each  child  was  subsequently  seen  by  the  medical  superintendent. 
The  advice  given  was  largely  hygienic  and  dietetic,  the  chief  aim  being 
to  keep  children  in  health. 

Every  care  was  taken  to  encourage  breast  feeding  wholly,  and  where  ' 
this  was  found  to  be  inadequate,  partial  breast-feeding  was  advised. 

In  many  cases,  by  providing  the  nursing  mother  with  extra  nourishment, 
breast-feeding  entirely  was  resumed,  and  in  some  cases  reassurance 
of  the  mother  and  definite  proof  of  the  baby’s  progress  had  the  same 
result. 

It  was  found  that  supervision  and  advice  was  particularly  needed 
at  the  weaning  period.  For  bottle-feeding,  dried  milk  was  chiefly 
recommended,  it  being  found  that  cow’s  milk,  as  ordinarily  sold,  was 
a  source  of  infection  either  due  to  lack  of  cleanliness  in  collection  and 
delivery,  or  to  lack  of  suitable  accommodation  in  the  houses. 

The  provision  of  certified  or  graded  clean  milk  at  a  reasonable  price 
would  be  of  inestimable  benefit  in  the  feeding  of  infants  in  the  Borough. 

Dried  milk  and  other  forms  of  extra  nourishment  were  provided  at  special 
prices  through  the  kindness  of  a  sub-committee  of  the  Invalid  Children’s 
Aid  Association,  who  undertook  the  distribution  on  production  of  a 
card  specifying  nature  and  amount  required,  and  countersigned  at  the 
Infant  Consultations  at  regular  intervals.  As  far  as  possible  only  those 
people  who  could  not  afford  to  buy  the  dried  milk,  etc.,  at  ordinary 
rates  were  supplied,  but  in  practice  it  was  somewhat  difficult  to  enforce 
this.  The  supply  was  dependant,  however,  on  regular  attendance  at 
the  consultations,  except  in  cases  of  infectious  illness  or  other  unusual 
circumstances,  and  the  dried  milk  was  used  solely  for  infant  feeding 
directly  or  indirectly. 
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A  certain  proportion  of  the  infants  seen  were  definitely  ailing.  Many 
of  these  children  had  been  referred  to  the  centre  for  weighing  and  general 
supervision  by  their  own  doctors  whose  co-operation  has  been  very 
helpful.  When  considered  necessary,  outside  medical  advice  was 
suggested.  Cases  requiring  surgical  treatment  when  not  treated  by 
their  own  doctors,  were  referred  to  the  Jubilee  Infirmary,  whose  honorary 
staff  gave  their  services  voluntarily  ;  some  few  were  referred  to  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  or  to  the  Eye  Infirmary  in  Newcastle. 

A  few  minor  ailments  such  as  scabies,  impetigo,  thread- worms,  etc., 
were  prescribed  for  at  the  Infant  Consultations,  as  it  was  found  these 
conditions  were  often  neglected,  not  being  considered  serious  enough 
to  consult  a  doctor  about.  Numerous  cases  of  malnutrition  and  rickets 
were  also  treated. 

Owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  premises  used  for  the  Infant  Consultations, 
the  accommodation  was  strained  to  the  utmost  and  ventilation  was 
difficult  to  secure  without  draughts.  In  a  draughty  room  it  was  im¬ 
possible  to  insist  on  stripping  babies  to  be  weighed,  though  the  majority 
of  the  mothers  did  so  as  a  routine.  This  was  particularly  so  in  the  case 
of  the  more  delicate  children  with  whom  accuracy  of  weighing  was  so 
essential.  Moreover,  the  seating  accommodation  being  limited,  the 
inconvenience  of  dressing  and  undressing  infants  was  great.  More 
adequate  premises  were  felt  to  be  urgently  needed. 

To  avoid  local  disappointment  it  was  decided  to  co-operate  with  the 

Daily  Sketch  ”  Baby  Competition,  and  it  was  found  that  the  majority 
of  the  entrants  reached  a  high  standard  of  physique.  Although  this 
kind  of  competition  drew  attention  to  Infant  Welfare  Work  and  laid 
emphasis  on  the  superiority  of  breast-feeding  (all  the  final  winners  were 
breast-fed),  and  on  the  importance  of  other  factors  besides  mere  weight 
in  a  healthy  baby,  it  was  felt  that  where  Infant  Welfare  Work  was  already 
provided  and  properly  organised,  such  competitions  tended  to  interfere 
with  the  routine  work,  and  caused  a  temporary  marked  overcrowding 
of  the  Consultations,  as  well  as  a  certain  amount  of  ill-feeling  among 
the  more  ignorant  mothers,  which  re-acted  on  their  subsequent  attend¬ 
ances. 

Baby  Week  was  again  held,  and  included  a  garden  party  for  mothers 
and  babies  in  the  grounds  of  Park  Villa,  the  future  maternity  home  (6 
beds)  for  the  Borough,  where  the  mothers  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing 
over  the  house  then  in  process  of  alteration. 
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Certificates  of  regular  attendance  a.t  the  Consultations,  and  the  Certifi¬ 
cates  from  the  Daily  Sketch  ”  Competition  were  presented  during 
the  proceedings  by  the  Mayoress,  the  meeting  being  presided  over  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Fifty  expectant  mothers  were  seen  and  advised  as  required,  and  where 
necessary  were  examined  at  the  Jubilee  Infirmary,  and  certain  com, 
plicated  cases  were  admitted  for  their  confinement  to  the  beds  set  apart 
there  for  that  purpose. 

By  special  arrangement  one  or  two  cases  requiring  anti -syphilitic 
treatment,  and  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  Newcastle  Clinic  were 
also  treated  at  the  above  institution  with  satisfactory  results.  Several 
of  the  mothers  were  referred  to  the  ante-natal  clinic  by  midwives  and 
others  by  the  Health  Visitors  under  the  ante-natal  visiting  scheme, 
the  others  came  with  older  children  to  the  consultations. 

It  was  felt,  however,  that  under  present  conditions  the  facilities  offered 
for  ante-natal  work  were  not  great,  and  that  better  work  could  be  done 
in  connection  with  the  Maternity  Home  when  opened. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  oral  sepsis  in  pregnant  women  treatment 
at  a  dental  clinic  would  be  of  the  greatest  benefit. 

In  conclusion,  the  work  of  the  Infant  Consultations  owed  much  to  the 
help  given  by  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  Guild  for  Mothers 
and  Babies,  under  whose  auspices  the  consultations  were  originally 
organised.  Through  this  Committee  tea  was  provided  and  served, 
important  clerical  assistance  was  given,  literature  was  sold,  social  gather¬ 
ings  and  competitions  were  arranged,  and  bags  of  linen  were  lent  to 
necessitous  women  for  their  confinement.  But  more  valuable  even 
than  all  these  was  the  personal  interest  shown  which  did  so  much  to 
provide  an  atmosphere  of  attractiveness  at  the  consultations.  For  , 
Success  in  this  work,  to  quote  Sir  George  Newman  : — ‘‘  There  must  be 
true  and  active  understanding,  co-operation,  and  goodwill  between 
the  official  element  of  government,  and  that  great  and  invaluable  volun¬ 
tary  element  which  exists  happily  for  this  country,  in  every  district  of 
the  land,”  and  it  may  be  said  not  least  in  the  County  Borough  of  Tyne¬ 
mouth. 

CLEANSING  DEPARTMENT. 

Mr.  T.  C.  Storer  has  been  superintendent  of  this  department  for  a 
period  of  29  years,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Storer,  was 
responsible  for  the  organisation  and  working  of  the  department. 

In  October,  however,  Mr.  T.  C.  Storer  retired  from  the  office  of  Cleans¬ 
ing  Superintendent,  and  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Salt  Water 
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Reservoir.  At  the  same  time  Mr.  R.  H.  Storer,  who  had  act(Ml  as  hi® 
deputy,  was  appointed  superintendent. 

Waste  products  collection  and  the  piggeries  were  successfully  carried 
on. 

Owing  to  difficulties  in  transport  the  Committee,  after  considering 
various  types  of  vehicles,  decided  to  purchase  an  electric  vehicle  made 
by  Messrs.  Ransome,  Sims,  and  Jefferies. 

The  number  of  receptacles  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  as  Hows 
Privy  Pails.  Privy  Ashpits.  Dry  Ashbins,  etc.  Dry  Ashpits.  Bloodkits. 

8,946  405  1,082  177  80 

19  ashpits  were  converted  to  pail  closets,  and  it  was  estimated  that  at 
the  end  of  the  year  3,737  premises  were  provided  with  water  closets. 

In  1912  the  Medical  Officer  reported  on  the  conversion  of  the  con¬ 
servancy  system  to  water  carriage,  and  in  1914  the  following  resolution 
was  passed,  that  in  exercise  of  powers  contained  in  Secs.  39-42  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  the  Council  undertake  the 
systematic  and  general  conversion  of  midden  privies  to  the  water  carriage 
system  in  all  cases  where  a  sufficient  sewer  and  water  supply  are  avail¬ 
able.”  For  this  purpose  sanction  was  given  to  borrow  £2,000,  and 
approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  15th  June,  1914.  Pro¬ 
ceedings  had  only  got  thus  far  when  the  whole  scheme  was  stopped 
owing  to  the  outbreak  of  war. 

The  matter  was  again  considered  in  July,  1919,  and  the  Council  decided 
to  resume  the  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  ashpit  privies.  The  Ministry 
of  Health  on  4th  September  again  consented  to  the  loan  of  £2,000  as 
sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  stated  they  would  be 
prepared  to  entertain  an  application  for  a  further  loan  for  the  continu¬ 
ation  of  the  work.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Dame  Burnett,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1919,  being  my  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report,  with  Tables,  showing  the  work  done  in  the  Department  during 
the  year. 

INSPECTIONS. — During  the  year  inspections  were  made  regularly 
throughout  the  several  districts  in  the  Borough,  including  the  out¬ 
lying  districts,  viz.  : — Old  Allotments  Shiremoor,  Murton  Row, 
Middle  Engine,  Blue  Houses,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  existence  of  nuisances,  making  inquiries  into  cases  of  infectious 
diseases,  and  house-to-house  inspection  under  the  Housing,  Town 
Planning,  etc..  Act,  1909. 

HOUSE-TO-HOUSE  INSPECTION.— The  inspection  under  the  Housing, 
Town  Planning,  etc..  Act,  1909,  was  continued.  The  houses  in 
the  areas  inspected  were  practically  all  tenemented,  many  being 
structurally  defective  and  requiring  many  repairs,  which  have  been 
very  well  executed  by  the  owners  considering  the  high  cost  of  material 
and  labour,  and  the  shortage  of  men  in  the  building  trades. 

During  the  inspection  under  the  survey  of  housing  needs,  several 
areas  have  been  scheduled  as  being  below  the  standard  of  houses  fit 
for  habitation  under  Sec.  III.,  and  others  have  been  scheduled  under 
Sec.  IV.,  as  houses  which  can  be  made  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Overcrowding  was  found  to  be  much  on  the  increase,  to  a  great  extent 
due  to  men  returning  from  H.M.  Forces,  and  to  men  now  married  who 
have  had  to  take  part  of  their  parents’  houses. 

Applications  for  housing  accommodation  and  for  better  houses  are 
very  numerous,  but  until  new  houses  are  erected  it  will  be  necessary 
to  repair  existing  dwellings,  many  of  which  are  under  observation  for 
closing  orders,  as  soon  as  new  accommodation  can  be  found. 

There  are  also  several  houses  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town  required

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES.— In  addition  to  4  water  closets  erected 
for  new  buildings,  the  following  have  beed  erected  to  existing  premises 
in  place  of  privy-pail-closets.  Where  the  accommodation  was 
considered  insufficient,  additional  water-closets  were  provided  : —

One  ashpit  was  abolished  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  informal  notices  served  on  account  of  defective  sanitary 
pails,  doors,  etc.,  was  1,076  ;  788  new  sanitary  pails  were  provided 
during  the  year,  while  6  were  repaired.  297  statutory  notices  were 
served  to  provide  new  sanitary  pails,  and  286  had  been  provided  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  conversion  of  all  privy- ashpits  to  the  water  carriage  system  is 
again  under  consideration,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  1920,  a 
large  number  will  have  been  converted. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. — There  were  six  distinct  trades  which  came 
under  the  heading  of  offensive  trades,  and  under  which  every  person 
carrying  on  a  business  of  that  nature  is  registered.  All  the  premises 
were  regularly  visited,  and  in  very  few  instances  had  any  complaints 
to  be  made  to  the  occupier,  as  the  premises  were  generally  kept 
in  a  fairly  satisfactory  state  considering  the  nature  of  the  business. 
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The  following  is  a  list  of  the  trades  : — Gutscraping,  2;  Fish  and  Potato 
Frying,  33  ;  Dealers  in  Bones,  Animal  Skins,  etc.,  1  ;  Fish-manure 
making,  1  ;  Tallow  Melting,  1  ;  and  Tripe  Boiling,  3. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS.— The  number  of  factories  and 
workshops  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  215,  including 
13  bakehouses,  and  4  laundries,  all  of  which  were  regularly  inspected. 
Four  notices  were  served  to  cleanse  or  limewash  premises  and  were 
complied  with  ;  three  notices  were  served  to  provide  additional 
W.C.’s,  one  being  complied  with,  and  negotiations  are  proceeding 
regarding  the  others,  eleven  notices  for  other  matters  were  served, 
nine  of  which  have  been  remedied,  and  the  other  two  are  in  hand. 

SEAMEN  AND  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.— There  were  26  Sea¬ 
men’s  and  8  Common  Lodging  Houses  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  which  provided  accommodation  for  407  seamen  and  302 
male  lodgers  in  the  Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  is  no  accom 
modation  for  females.  All  the  houses  are  regularly  inspected,  and 
usually  found  in  a  cleanly  state.  The  walls  and  ceilings  of  rooms 
and  sanitary  conveniences  are  limewashed  twice  a  year  in  the  common 
lodging  houses. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS.— The  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  contained  the  names  of  19  Cowkeepers  and  146 
Dairies  and  Milkshops,  making  a  total  of  165  premises  from  which 
milk  is  sold.  The  number  of  cows  kept  at  the  last  inspection  was 
223,  the  stock  varying  from  4  to  26  cows.  All  the  cowsheds,  milk- 
stores,  milk  vessels  and  utensils  connected  with  the  milk  business 
at  the  dairy  farms  were  regularly  inspected  and  found  satisfactory, 
the  limewashing  being  done  fairly  regularly. 

SAMPLES  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. — The  number  of  samples  of  Food 
and  Drugs  purchased  during  the  year  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  was  163,  of  which  48  were  informal  ”  and  1 15  ‘‘  formal.” 
13  samples  of  milk  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  below 
the  standard  fixed  by  the  ‘‘  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  1901.”  In 
4  cases  proceedings  were  taken  for  deficiency  in  milk  fat  and  non¬ 
fatty  solids,  and  all  cases  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 

Various  samples  of  dried  or  packet  goods  and  miscellaneous  articles 
of  Food  and  Drugs  were  taken,  the  analyses  of  which  are  shown  in  the 
table.  Owing  to  butter  being  a  rationed  article,  it  was  difficult  to 
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obtain  samples.  I  might  also  state  that  government  butter,  which  has 
been  received  in  the  Borough  has  often  had  the  appearance  of  being 
badly  kept,  and  frequently  showed  evidence  of  mouldiness  on  the  outside. 
This  had  to  be  removed  before  the  butter  could  be  sold.

RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1911. — During  the  year  3  “  formal  ”  samples  of  rag- 
flock  were  purchased  from  upholsterers  in  the  Borough  to  ascertain 
if  the  quality  of  flock  was  up  to  the  Government  standard,  and 
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the  following  figures  are  a  true  copy  of  the  Public  Analyst’s  Certifi¬ 
cate  : —

Proceedings  was  taken  against  the  vendor  of  Sample  No.  3,  and  the  case 
heard  at  the  Tynemouth  Police  Court  on  15th  September,  1919,  when 
it  was  decided  to  withdraw  the  case  on  the  defendant  paying  the  cost 
of  the  Court  and  the  Public  Analyst’s  fee. 

BUTCHERS’  SHOPS  AND  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES.— Regular  and 
frequent  inspection  was  made  of  these  premises  and  when  possible, 
at  the  time  of  slaughtering,.  Owing  to  a  large  amount  of  the 
meat  supply  being  frozen  or  the  cattle  slaughtered  in  other  places, 
there  has  been  a  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  cattle  slaughtered 
compared  to  the  period  previous  to  1914. 

There  are  16  butchers  who  have  separate  slaughter  houses,  26  butchers 
who  slaughter  in  their  front  or  sale  shops,  and  4  who  .daughter  in  their 
back  shop,  which  is  directly  behind  the  sale  shop.  A  few  shops  deal 
in  frozen  or  chilled  meat  only. 

The  question  of  all  butchers  in  the  Borough  being  compelled  to  provide 
private  or  separate  slaughter  houses  instead  of  slaughtering  in  their 
front  or  back  shops  has  again  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  butchers 
by  the  Council,  who  decided  to  grant  the  butchers  a  license  to  slaughter 
in  their  present  premises  until  31st  March,  1920,  but  after  further  con¬ 
sideration,  and  hearing  a  deputation  from  the  butchers’  Association, 
it  was  decided  to  grant  a  further  three  months,  so  that  is  is  hoped  the 
use  of  front  shops  as  slaughtering  premises  will  definitely  terminate 
on  30th  June,  1920. 

FISH  MARKET  AND  FISH  CURING  PREMISES.— Regular  inspection 
is  made  of  fish  landed  from  boats  each  morning  at  the  Corporation 
Fish  Quay  for  the  early  morning  market,  and  also  fish  which  is 
brought  overland  from  Aberdeen,  Hull,  etc.,  and  the  quantity 
condemned  during  the  year  is  shown  on  page  37.  The  number 
of  boats  fishing  from  the  port  of  North  Shields,  many  of  which  were 
engaged  on  Government  work  during  the  war,  is  gradually  increasing 
each  week,  and  in  a  short  time  it  is  hoped  that  the  trade  carried 
on  will  be  back  to  its  normal  state.
